arms, are different, as the original devices are; the 
one is much broader than the other; the potnt of the 
halbert, or fpear, held by each of the men in his lett 
hand, runs up fo as to touch the broad entablature, 
but in the .arms with the narrow entablature; the 
point of the halbert falis coutiderably below it; fo 
that this difference alone does not prove any of the 
bills to be forged, as it is common to both torts. The 
five pound bills of both emitfions, hitherto difcovered 
to have been counterfeited, have all the coats of arma 
with the broad entablature, or feather, which, with 
all the other devices and types, very nearly refemble 
thofe of the genuine bills. Some of the moft appa- 
snty ftriking differences, in thofe dated 1771, are 
-thigie : In the good bills the T W in the white water 
letters, under the fiyuers names, appear plainly, when 
held up to the light, to be wrought in the texture of 
the paper itfelf; thefe letters appear to fink equally 
both on the faces and backs of the bills, and are 
equally tranfparent, whereas in the forged bills they 
appear to fink into the paper only on the face of 
hens, as if done with a ftamp after the paper was 
made, and appear a little raifed on the backs of the 
bills, In the good bills the firft double ftroke of the 
W, wrought in the paper to the left hand, is wider 
where it joins the middle ftroke than it is at the top; 
equal diftances, and nearer each other. The tops 
and bottoms of the T and W itand exactly fquare, 
and even with-each. other, in _ bills; but in 
the forged the right hand corner of the top of the T 
is generally raifed above the top of the W, and finks 
a Fetle to the left hand. The bars, or white water 
ftrokes, obfervable in all writing paper, which runs 
down from the tops to the bottoms of thefe bills, are 
a little more than the tenth part of an inch wider 
from each other in the good than they are in the 
forged bills, The counterfeits of 1769 appear to 
have been made on a different paper; they all have 
the broad entablature, or feather; the bars, or white 
water {trokes, above deferibed, in thefe are near a 
quarter of an inch wider than in the trug bills ; nearly 
the fame remarks may be made on thefe, in refpec to 
the T W, as on the fame letters orf the other emiffion, 
both as to the double ftrokes of the W, and the fitu- 
atten of- both. i i 
itis very obfervable that the left corner of the W 
comes very near to the bar, or white ftroke, running 
down the bill in the counterfeits; but in the genuine 
bills the fame corner is at a greater diltance from the 
bar, or water ftroke. 

There are feveral other remarkable differences in 
both emiffions, which cannot be fo well defcribed in 
writing, but which many Gentlemen, in different 
parts of the country, are made well acquainted with. 

I cannot too earneftly again recommend it to all 
holders of the paper money not to fuffer any thing 
to he pafted on the biféks of the bills; fuch as are 
paftcd will not be received at the Treafury.

GENTLEMEN, Witiiamstunc, September 22, 1774. 
HE very carneft Addrefs of your Correfpondent, 
‘* A Virginian,”* on the Subje& of Paper Money un- 
queftionably demands our moft ferious Attention ; 
efpecially as it comes warmly recommended by fo 
retpectable a Number of your Readers in the County 
of StArrorp. ‘Fhat we ought ¢o profit from the 
Experience of others, it mutt be owned, 18 a Lefion 
fanctified by the Voice of Wifdom ; the Obfervation, 
from its Antiquity, hath, long fince, become proverbial; but, give me 
Leave to remark that, in moft political Reformations, it is often ob- 
fervable that the Zeal of the Reformer is too apt to hurry him beyond 
the Obje& of his Withes and may introduce Inconveniencies, which he 
hardly forefees and may live tolament? Of this Sort 1 muft confider the 
Effay, which is the Subjeét of my prefent Contemplation. The Author's 
extreme Averfion to every Kind of Paper Currency may be, in his own 
Opinion, well founded, and he has difplayed too sarge aShare of gi d 
Senfe to admit a Sufpicion that he could have withed to depreciate what 
Paper Money we have now remaining in Circulation, but yet it is to te 
feared that his Obfervations may have this Tendency. I will, for a Mo- 
ment, fuppofe the original Evil in firft admitting 1t amongft us to have 
been, even as great as he would reprefeat it; but furely we are now 
called upon by every Principle of Jultice, by every Di€tate of political 
‘Wifdom, to fupport its Credit ; fhould this fail, the Confufion the Coun- 
try may be thrown into and the Loifes, which may be fuftained’ by Indi- 
viduals, the prefent Poffeffors of the Money, are more ¢afily to be con- 
ceived than defcribed. 

Having, ona late-Occafion, given the Publick what appeared to me a 
faithful Hiftory of our Paper Currency, from its frft Introdudion, I 
fhould now leave the Author's Obfervations on our former Emiffions un- 
noticed, were it not to be apprehended that the Want of a thorough Un- 
derftanding of the Subje(t may miflead fome of your Readers and lay a, 
Foundation of groundlefs Prejudices. That other Countries, as well as 

"Virginia, have fuftained Inconveniencies and, perhaps, Loffes from a Pa- 
per Currency, 1 am not at ali concerned to deny; what I undertake to 
maintain §s that thefe have not atifen from Paper Money, merely, as fuch, 
Dut that they have been chiefly, if not cotally owing, either co thefe Bills 
-of Credit not being eftablifhed upon proper Funds, of to a Superabun- 
dance of them, or to fome Mifmanagements. J might, if the Limits of 
your Paper would permit, go farther and fhow clearly that other Coun- 
trices have derived great Advantages from Paper Currencies and that the- 
Bufinets of chofe Communities would be vaftiy cramped and could not be 
tranfadted to Advantage without them. In doing this I should take into 
my View the different Banks; fome eftablithed i i by, and 
others, under the Aufpices of publick Authority; fome upon one and 
others upon different Kinds of Funds, and might ak, with Propriety, 
what are the Notes iffuing from thofe Banks more or lefs than Paper Mo- 
ney? Gentlemen, whofe Eyes are captivated and fo much’ allured by 
the Glitter of the precious Adetals, as haftily to pronounce eyery other 
Species of Money counterfeit, will do well to confider more diftinaty the 
Nature of Money, and what is its proper Office. The original Com- 
mere of the World we know, was carried on merely by Barter 5—Work 
was paid in Work and one Species of Goods exchanged for another, As 
Nations became more civiiized and Commefce more extenfive, it was. 
found convenient and neceffary to fix a certain Prige upon fome particu- 
lar Things, as a Meafure and Standard for all others. Gold, Silver, 
Copper and Brafs, being the more fcarce and noble Metals, were agreed 
upon py the common Confent of moft Nations } though it is equally well

Individuals have felt the fatal 
Effedts and [ have no Doubt but the Community fuftained a Lofe by Ex- 
change beng kept up. But, with me, there are proper ‘Times and Sea- 
fons tor all ‘Things, The*Affembly took the earlieft Opportunity of fixing 
4 proper Stigma on this Mifcondu@, which J hope will be a Warning to 
arlers5 they did Juftice to the Country in exaéting the utmoft Retribu- 
(on and by endeavouring to guard againft the like Mifchiefs in future; if 
any Shing tirther can be added or dane to give a more general Satisfac- 
on or tie leaft farther Security to the Publick, in the Name of Juftice 
to the Community, let it bé dene without Lofs of Time and without 
Refpe& of Perfons. But let us not, inftead of alleviating and making the 
heft of former Misfortunes, fo far as may confiit with Joftice, fuffer them 
to mar every future Endeavour to retrieve them. It is from this Period

of May to the end of Auguff. ‘The water is admitted to the height 
of about fix inches, after having firlt let it reft, expofed to the fun 
for two or three days, in large refervoirs without the works, that 
it may come in lukewarm. ‘The water being admitted, the fluices 
ave fhut, and the reft of the work is left to wind and fun. The 
{urtace of the water being ftruck, and agitated with the direct 
rays of that luminary, thickens at firft imperceptibly, and becomes 
at length covered over with a flight crutt; which, continuing to 
harden, is wholly converted into falt. The water in this ftate is 
{y hot that the hand cannot be pyt into it without fealding. . When 
the {alt has received its full coétion, they break the cruft with a 
pole, upon which it finks to the bottom; whence, being dragged 
out again, they leave it in heaps about the pit, to complete its 


drying, covering it over with ttraw or rufhes, to fecure it from, 


the rain. 

Eight, ten, or at moft fifteen days, having thus completed the 
cry flaltization, they open the fluices, when the tide rifes, fora 
freth tock; and thus, alternately, while the feafon holds. 

This bay falt isicfined into white falt, by boiling it in large flat 
caldrons, which not only‘leflens its acrimony, and alters its co- 
lour, but is alo found to increale the quantity. 

The lower parts of this county, contifting of level and marfhy 
grounds, teem properly adapted for making this falt; infomuch, 
that in the hot fummer months white falt is naturally formed on 
‘the marth grafs, and has been occationally tripped off by the in- 
habitants, for prefent ufe, in their fithing parties. 

Along the fhores alfoa ftrong ftiff clay abounds, doubtlefs very 
proper for laying the bottoms and fides of the pits. The coétion 
of the {alt will be done in-lefg time in this climate, becaule hotter 
than that which requires the time mentioned above. 

Here then every requifite for procuring this article is amply pro- 
vided on the part of nature: Human induftry is only wanting to 
manufatture large quantitics thereof, in the ecafieft and cheapeft 


manner.

bouri:g counties: Jt was refolved, by this Congrefs, as their 
opinion, that fuch conduét is inimical to the common caufe of 
the United Colonies, and ought not by any means to be fuftered ; 
but that meafures fheuld be immediately taken, to put a ftop to 
it: Amd it ewas therefore ordered, that the inhabitants of the faid 
county fhould appear by a committee before this Congrefs, on 
Wednefday then next, at ten o'clock in the morning, to give 
fatisfaétion in the premifes, with which order the faid inhabitants 
of Queen’s county have not complied. Amd whereas the perfons 
above-mentioned, and their adherents, have oppofed the election 
of reprefentatives for that county in this Congrefs, on a poll 
opened for.that purpofe, whereby that county remains unrepre- 
fented in this Congrefs. And whereas a prevailing party pre- 
vented the election of Delegates for the county of Richmond, at 
a late poll there opened for that purpofe; by means whereof the 
faid county is not reprefented in this Congrefs. And whereas the 
poll lift for Queen's county has been returned to this Congrefs, 
whereby the perfons rissa fuch reprefentation as aforelaid, 
and appearing to this Congrefs, to be inimical to the intereft of 
the United Colonies, may be afcertained: 

Refolved, firft, that fuch inimical perfons as aforefaid have been 
guilty of a breach of the general affociation, and of an open con- 
tempt of the authority of this Congrefs, as effectually reprefent- 
ing the majority of the inhabitants of this colony. : 

Refolved, Second, that the inhabitants of the county of Rich- 
mond, by neglecting to eleét reprefentatives in this Congrefs, 
have been guilty of a breach of the general aflociation. 

Refolved, thirdly, that the committee of the faid county of 
Richmond do, and fhall, within fifteen days after the publication 
hereof, return to this Congrefs, or the Committee of Safety, a lilt 
of the names of thofe who oppofe a reprefentation of the faid 
county in this Congrefs; to the end, that the delinquents againft 
the common cauft in that county may be afcertained, and that, 
in default thereof, the whole county of Richmond be deemed de- 
linquents. : 

Refolved, fourthly, that the faid delinquents in the {aid counties 
refpectively, and each and every of them, be, and hereby are, 
entirely put out of the proteétion of this Congrefs. 

Refolved, fifthly, that all friendly and commercial intercourfe 
between the {aid perfons fo put refpectively out of the protection of 
this Congrefs, and the other inhabitants of this colony, ought to 
be, and the fame, as far as can be effected by the recommenda- 
tion of this Congrefs, hereby is and fhall continue to be totally 
interdiéted, until further orders of this Congrefs, or the Com- 
mittee of public Safety.

An intelligent 
peifon got out of Botton on the 3d inftant, who informed General 
Wafhington, thata fleet, confifting of 9 tranfports, containing 
360 men, were ready to fail under convoy of the Scarborough and 
Fowey men of war, with two bomb veffels and fome flat bottomed
